Parents will plead guilty 
to avoid mom’s deportation

The Colorado parents who claimed their 6 -year-old 
son floated away in a balloon last month will plead 
guilty to avoid the possible deportation of the mother, 
a Japanese citizen, a defense attorney said Thursday 

Richard Heene will plead guilty to one felony 
charge of attempting to influence a public official and 
his wife, Mayumi, will plead guilty to a misdemeanor 
charge of making a false report to law enforcement, 
Richard Heene ’s attorney, David Lane, said in a state- 
ment. 

Lane said the pleas were part of a deal with prosecu- 
tors and the Heenes would be sentenced to probation, 
although the prosecutor in the case said a final deci- 
sion about potential jail time has not been reached. 
The Heenes are expected to appear in court Friday 

While authorities have yet to file formal charges 
against the pair, they described charges in a news con- 
ference last month that carried a maximum penalty of 
six years in prison. 

Because the Heenes have no criminal record in 
Colorado, they acknowledged it was unlikely they 
would serve jail time. 

The Heenes are amateur storm chasers who have 
appeared on the ABC show “Wife Swap” and alleg- 
edly staged the hoax to try to garner their own reality 
TV show 

They told authorities their youngest son. Falcon, 
had sneaked into a helium balloon that lifted off from 
their backyard. The balloon’s journey was watched by 
millions on live TV for more than two hours until it 
landed, empty, in a field. 

Falcon was later found hiding in the Heenes’ 
garage. 

According to court papers, Mayumi Heene admit- 
ted to Larimer County sheriff’s deputies several days 
later the entire escapade was a publicity stunt.

ATTORNEY’S STATEMENT 

Richard Heene’s attorney 
David Lane, issued a statement 
Thursday. “Mayumi could have 
possibly ended up being deported 
and Richard could have proceed- 
ed to trial and had a good chance 
at an acquittal. 

“This, however, would have put 
the family at grave risk of seeing a 
Richard Heene loving, caring, compassionate wife 



and mother ripped from the fam- 
ily and deported. That was not an 
acceptable risk, thus these pleas. 

“It is supremely ironic that law 
enforcement has expressed such 
grave concern to the welfare of 
the children, but it was ultimately 
the threat of taking the children’s 
mother from the family and 
deporting her to Japan which 
fueled this deal.” 


CDC: Swine flu has killed almost 4,000 in U.S.

Swine flu has infected 22 million people in the 
U.S. and killed 3,900 in the first six months of the 
pandemic, according to revised estimates of the 
influenza from the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

The death toll is about a fourfold increase from 
previous tallies and the first specific estimate of 
total swine flu infections. 

U.S. health authorities are seeking a more 
accurate model to analyze the effects of the pan- 
demic flu, also known as HiNi, Anne Schuchat, 


director of the Atlanta-based CDC’s Center for 
Immunization and Respiratory Diseases, said 
Thursday 

The disease puts young people, pregnant 
women and those with health conditions such as 
asthma and diabetes at greatest risk, with about 
90 percent of the deaths of people younger than 
64. Supply of the vaccine to prevent the disease 
has fallen far short of heath authorities’ esti- 
mates. 

The previous reporting system was “poten- 
tially giving an incomplete story of the pan- 


demic,” Schuchat said in a conference call with 
reporters. 

Swine flu has killed an estimated 540 children 
younger than 18, the CDC said. The agency said 
Nov 6 that the death toll for children was 129. 

An estimated 98,000 people have been hospi- 
talized so far, about half the number for a typical 
seasonal flu. However, the current rate of HiNi 
infection, responsible for almost 8 percent of all 
doctors’ visits in the U.S., is the highest it has 
been at this time of year in 40 years of reporting, 
Schuchat said.

‘Proper attire* at Chicago bars can be tricky— for patrons and owners

For Art Bryan, co-owner of Redhead Piano Bar, the golden rule 
of dress codes is simple: consistency 

On its Web site, in its ads and on its bright rotating sign, the 
Gold Coast bar warns patrons that “proper attire” is required, 
meaning no “tennis shoes, gym shoes, walking shoes, athletic 
hiking boots, beach sandals, flip-flops, open-toed sandals on 
men, T-shirts, jerseys or sweatshirts,” or ripped or torn jeans, 
according to its Web site. 

Some nights, 25 percent of the people who try to get into 
Redhead are not properly dressed, Bryan said, and if they decline 
to borrow from the 40 pairs of shoes and 20 jackets the bar has 
on hand for such circumstances, they are denied entry There are 
no exceptions, Bryan said— not for the socialite in the $300 pair 
of carefully frayed premium jeans nor for the Bears player in the 
fashionable sneakers, 

“Wfe Ve never done anything to offend anyone because we’re 
consistent,” Bryan said. 

The art of the dress code can be tricky— both for bar own- 
ers trying to maintain ambience and safety, as well as for bar- 
goers surprised to discover their casual duds don’t fly where they 
expect them to. 

As private businesses, bars can implement any dress code they 
wish, and there are no city rules requiring they publicly post 
or officially record their dress code, said Efrat Stein, spokes- 
woman for the Department of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection, 

But as a highly publicized incident last month at the Original 
Mother’s nightclub on Division Street showed, dress codes can 
cause headaches when the language or enforcement are per- 
ceived as discriminatory 

The six black students who were denied entry to Mother’s 
say they were turned away because of their race and not, as the 
bouncers told them, because their baggy jeans violated the dress 
code. The students said white friends wearing similarly baggy 
pants were allowed in, according to news reports. The students, 
from Washington University in St, Louis, opted not to press 
charges after Mother’s agreed to issue a public apology and have 
managers at the bar undergo diversity sensitivity and awareness 
training. 

Bars can have any dress code they want as long as they’re 
not discriminating against any protected classes, said Kenneth 
Gunn, first deputy commissioner at Chicago’s Commission on 
Human Relations, which administers the city’s Human Rights 
Ordinance, “If they decided nobody in black habits can come in, 
that would be discriminating based on religion,” 

Of course, nun habits are rarely among bars’ banned attire. 
More commonly, baggy pants, hats and jerseys are on the hit list. 

Bar managers say dress codes help maintain an upscale atmo- 
sphere.

At 10 Pin, a swanky bowling alley and lounge downtown, the 
dress code prohibits excessively baggy clothing, ripped jeans, 
work boots and athletic attire such as sweat pants and sweat- 
suits, said General Manager Victor Tieri, 

“I don’t want to see anyone’s underwear, and I don’t think 
anyone else does either,” Tieri said of the baggy clothes 
policy 

Some customers appreciate dress codes, 

Carlos Hernandez, 22, a server who lives in the Gold Coast, 
said he feels the clientele where he works went downhill after 
the restaurant, which he declined to name, got rid of its dress 
code. People are better mannered when they have to dress nicely, 
he said. Also, the less affluent the customers, he said, the worse 
his tips. 

Others simply won’t patronize bars that have dress codes. 

As they stood outside of Lucky Strike, another downtown 
bowling alley and lounge. Erica Neal and her companions scru- 
tinized a large sign that warned entering patrons: “Dress code

stricdy enforced,” 

The prohibited attire, as listed on the sign, includes: athlet- 
ic wear, sweats or sports jerseys; MC colors (which stands for 
motorcycle club colors); excessively baggy clothing; sleeveless 
T-shirts; plain white T-shirts; construction boots; headgear; 
chains; and ripped or soiled clothing, 

“It’s kind of off-putting,” said Neal, 27, of Hyde Park, “Basically it 
says that if you’re young, urban and blue collar, you can’t come in,” 
Her husband. Brad Neal, 28, said he thought it was sexist, as 
the banned attire targeted men. The group decided not to go 
in the bar, 

“Why take yourself that seriously?” Neal said. 

Lucky Strike (General Manager Chris Logan wrote in an e-mail 
that the bar’s dress code “ensures guests are in appropriate attire 
for our upscale lounge atmosphere. It is applied in a fair, profes- 
sional and even-handed manner,” 

At VLive, a nightclub in Logan Square, General Manager 
Rafael Mendoza said it’s up to the bouncer’s discretion to deter- 
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mine who meets the “hip and trend/' dress code, 

Mendoza said the club has avoided having a formal dress code 
in order to stay flexible, 

“It's not necessarily about how they're dressed; it's their atti- 
tude,” Mendoza said, “If you're dressed sharp and here for the 
right reason, then come on in,” 

VLive made headlines last month when a 17-year-old male was 
fatally shot in the club during a concert. Police say the teen was 
involved in an altercation, but no one has been charged with his 
murder, according to news reports, Mendoza declined to com- 
ment on the incident, but said the point of the dress code isn't 
for safety 

At Redhead, which has had a dress code since it opened 
16 years ago, enforcement is strict as ever, Bryan credits the 
dress code with the bar's success, as “when people dress nicely, 
they act nicely,” 

“There could be days where we're turning away 100 -plus peo- 
ple, but I always see it as a long-term business decision,” Bryan 


Chicago’s Human Rights Ordinance protects peopie 
against discrimination based on race, coior, sex, gender 
identity, age, reiigion, disabiiity, nationai origin, ancestry, 
sexuai orientation, maritai status, parentai status, miiitary 
discharge status, or source of income.

When Joey Vartanian started in the bar business in the 
1980s, he remembers patrons dressing sleekly for a night 
on the town— nice pants, nice shirt and, most importantly, 
nice shoes. 

Today a proliferation of gym shoes on bar- and clubgoers 
represents a general dressing-down in night life attire, espe- 
cially among men, said Vartanian, owner of Crobar nightclub 
in Lincoln Park, 

“I see couples going out all the 
time where a girl dresses up and a guy 
looks like he just rolled out of bed,” 

Vartanian said, “I think these women 
shouldn't accept it,” 

Some in the nightlife industry say 
fancy looks might be coming back. 

Skinny ties and new-wave jackets 
are in, and “Mad Men” has inspired 
a retro '60s look, said Rich Kewitz, a 
creative consultant for the hospitality 
industry 

The tough economy also is foster- 
ing a more polished bar wardrobe, 

Kewitz said, as people are treating 
their more infrequent nights on the 
town as special occasions or network- 
ing opportunities. 

Club fashions, which generally follow pop music trends, 
also are exhibiting a return to glamour, said Shaina Van Selus, 
a promoter at Berlin nightclub in Lakeview 
The resurgence of disco music and the influence of Lady 
Gaga have encouraged club-goers to experiment with gold 
lame, face paint, jewels, leather and studs, in ways that try 
to imitate wealth. Van Selus said, 

“I see a lot of big over-the-top gold necklaces, lots of 
feathers,” she said. 

Some are nostalgic for the days when dressing to impress 
was de rigueur for the young and hip, 

Cuvee, an upscale Champagne lounge in River North that 
opened in August, has a strict dress code that encourages 
men to wear collared shirts in hopes of bringing back a more 
formal era.

CTA approves new budget 
that cuts service, jobs

Maria Mora doesn’t have to travel far for class. 
The bus route from her South Loop home to 
the downtown Adler School of Professional 
Psychology is less than two miles. 

But under a plan Chicago Transit Authority 
leaders approved Thursday her 15 minute 
commute soon will double. Mora’s regular 
route— the King Drive Express— was one of 
nine express routes eliminated in a cost-cut- 
ting move. 

“I don’t know how {the elimination] is 
going to work out,” said Mora, 25, who in a 
few months will be forced to take a local route 
that makes more stops. “In the winter time, 
it’s going to be just terrible.” 

The dilemma is one that will be repeated 
across Chicago after CTA leaders signed off 
on a new budget that holds the line on fare 
increases but results in more than 1,000 lay- 
offs and service cuts on rail lines and dozens 


of bus routes. 

Come Feb. 7, riders will be vexed. And wait- 
ing in the cold. There will be less frequent ser- 
vice on no of the CTA’s 150 bus routes. That 
means during off-peak hours, riders will wait 
up to 20 minutes on some major routes and 
up to 30 minutes on other routes. The system’s 
rail lines will experience a similar reduction in 
train frequency 

Express bus service will be eliminated on 
routes including the Western, Irving Park, 
Cottage Grove, and Ashland lines. And rid- 
ers relying on some early-morning routes may 
have to scramble to find alternative transpor- 
tation because “service spans” on 41 routes will 
be reduced. 

On those routes, buses will have later start 
times— sometimes as much as an hour later. 
Many of those routes also will stop service ear- 
lier in the day For example, the No. 8-Halsted 
bus currently begins service at 2:45 a.m., but 
that would be pushed back to 4 a.m. next year. 
And instead of running until 2:20 a.m., service 
will be suspended at 12:30 a.m., almost two 
hours earlier. 


BUT WAIT, THERE’S MORE 

Transit officials say the agency still faces 
a $100 million hole that also will result in 
layoffs early next year unless unions agree 
to concessions such as unpaid days off 
and pay cuts. 

The service cuts are coming despite money 
coming from a borrowing deal between 
CTA leaders and Gov Quinn announced 
Wednesday On Thursday, riders fretted about 
the longer waits that await them and the like- 
lihood that buses will be more crowded with 
fewer of them running. 

Anne Marshall, 35, who teaches at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago, said she finds 
it disturbing that a city the size of Chicago is 
struggling to maintain its public transporta- 
tion. 

“I choose to take public transportation, 
but there are many people who do not have 
a choice,” said Marshall, who relies on public 
transit when she wants to travel downtown 
from her West Loop home. 


City to pay 
snowplow 
drivers 
overtime

Looking to avoid a repeat of last winter’s 
complaints, the city will pay snowplow driv- 
ers overtime this winter after failing to find 
a company to clear side streets. 

Mayor Daley made the announcement 
Thursday as he pledged that snow removal 
will be done as efficiently as possible. 

“You have to do an effective job on the 
major streets and get to the side streets as 
fast as possible,” said Daley, speaking at the 
city’s 911 center on the topic of winter pre- 
paredness. 

Early last winter, residents railed against 
the Daley administration’s decision to slash 
overtime for drivers to save money As a 
result, some side streets were left snow- 
bound for longer-than-normal periods after 
heavy winter storms. Daley later reversed 
course. 

This year, Daley sought bids from private 
firms to handle the side streets, with the 
idea that Streets and Sanitation Department 
crews could handle the main routes. 

Streets and Sanitation Commissioner 
Thomas Byrne said the department will use 
cameras monitoring city streets to make 
sure plow drivers are doing an efficient 
job. Sensors on the trucks will determine 
how much salt each vehicle is spreading per 
block, and whether the plow blades are up 
or down. 

That will free up supervisors, who don’t 
get overtime, to work on the streets, Byrne 
said. 

“There will be overtime,” Byrne said. 
“We’ll assess the situation as we see it. The 
sooner we can get trucks off the arterials 
into the side streets, we’ll do that as imme- 
diately as we can. We can also look at try- 
ing to pull some trucks off the mains and 
get them into the side streets as we’re still 
doing the mains, depending on the severity 
of the storm.” 

In the meantime, Daley said he’ll be pray- 
ing for a mild winter. The city’s financial sit- 
uation has remained bleak during the tough 
economic times, so there’s not a lot of extra 
money lying around.

Republican governor candidate Jim Ryan said 
Thursday he was “sorry” for his repeated wrong- 
ful death-penalty prosecutions in the killing of 
Jeanine Nicarico and suggested voters should 
be allowed to make their voices known on 
whether the state should continue to sentence 
people to death.

The 20th Engineer 
Brigade had 21 soldiers at the post readiness 
center when the gunman began firing on a 
crowd of GIs. 


He did not rule out the filing of more charg- 
es against Hasan, an Army psychiatrist now 
recovering from gunshot wounds at Broolce 
Army Medical Center in San Antonio. 

The penalty for premeditated murder, 
according to Article 118 of the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice, is “death or imprisonment 


for life as a court-martial may direct.” 

Meanwhile, the FBI said Thursday it 
appears Hasan acted alone and was not 
involved in terrorist activities when a terror- 
ism task force crossed paths with him last 
year. 

Grey, speaking at a brief news conference 
where no questions were taken, said Hasan 
had been shot by two Fort Hood police offi- 
cers, a statement apparently designed to quell 
widespread speculation about which officer 
shot Hasan after he allegedly fired more than 
100 rounds into Fort Hood’s crowded Soldier 
Readiness Center. The barrage killed 13 peo- 
ple and wounded 42.

CONCERN: The running game has been abysmal, at best. 


ANSWER: Matt Forte looked best when he was catching the ball, not running it (he rushed 
20 times for 41 yards). His biggest runs of the night came after perfectly designed screen passes. 
And at one point, he couldn’t punch it into the end zone from inside the five-yard line. 


CONCERN: The offensive line is being manhandled. 


ANSWER: Forte ran past his blockers on more than one occasion before he even reached the 
line of scrimmage. For the uninitiated, that’s not good. Jay Cutler was rushed, hurried and 
knocked down quite a few times as well. 


CONCERN: Red zone production has been pathetic.

Team has sights 
set on MLS Cup

FOR REDEYE 

MLS might as well make a “reserved” 
sign for the Fire in the Eastern 
Conference finals. 

Saturda/s game against Real 
Salt Lake at Toyota Park will be the 
team’s third straight appearance in 
the conference finals and fourth in 
the past five years. The Fire lost to 
the Columbus Crew last year and 
to the New England Revolution in 
2007 and 2005. 

This year may be a critical one for 
the Fire’s MLS Cup hopes as several 
potentially big off-season roster changes loom. 

Midfielder Cuauhtemoc Blanco already 
has said he’ll leave to play for Veracruz, and 
speedy forward Chris Rolfe is heading to play in 
Denmark’s top league in 2010. Also, the contracts 
of Brian McBride, Wilman Conde and Gonzalo 


Segares are up, and Marco Pappa’s 
transfer deal from Guatemalan club 
Municipal runs out after the sea- 
son. Veteran defenseman Brandon 
Prideaux has announced he’ll retire 
at the end of the year. 

If this were a TV show, we’d be 
bracing ourselves for the inferior spi- 
noff But Fire coach Denis Hamlett 
said the possible turnover doesn’t 
weigh on the team. 

“You guys {the media} are the ones 
that keep talking about it,” he said. 
“We just go about our business.” 

Fire goalkeeper Jon Busch isn’t wor- 
ried either. “It’s all about the here and 
now,” he said. “The winner goes on to 
the finals. That’s motivation enough 
for both teams.” 

Whether it’s because of the likely end of his 
time with the Fire — and possibly MLS — or not, 
Blanco’s play has been motivated as of late. He 
came off the bench in the Fire’s regular-season 
finale and served the corner kick that ended up as 
a Chivas USA’s own-goal, sealing the Fire’s play- 


off berth. Then, in the second game against the 
Revolution, he set up the first goal and showed 
patience under pressure to drive the second and 
series-clinching goal home in the 83rd minute. 
“He’s a special player,” said Real Salt Lake coach 
Jason Kreis. “He’s a player that sees passes and 
can make plays that the majority of players can’t, 
to be completely honest.” 

Though RSL snuck into the playoffs, it won’t 
be a pushover. The team ousted defending 
champs Columbus in Ohio. They sport danger- 
ous wingers Robbie Findley and Tura Movsisyan, 
and they’re coming with, as Kreis put it, “an extra 
chip on our shoulder” because the Fire won the 
regular-season series between the two i-o-i. 

RSL will need whatever help they can get. 
They went 2-1 1-2 on the road this season and 
face a formidable atmosphere at Toyota Park. 
There was a standing-room-only 21,528 Nov 7 
against the Revs, and since this the first time 
the Fire has hosted a conference final, the team 
is expecting another raucous sellout. 

“Hopefully for us, being at home is going to be 
the advantage that we had last weekend,” Busch

Tiger thunder Down Under 


MELBOURNE Tiger Woods brought the Australian Masters to a 
standstill with traffic jams, road closures and long lines as he 
made a memorable first Australian tournament appearance 
in II years Thursday 

The 14-time major winner fired seven birdies and just one 
bogey as he opened his Australian Masters challenge with a 
six-under 66 at Kingston Heath. 

Woods was in a three-way share of the lead with young 
South African Branden Grace and Australian James Nitties. 

Spectators climbed into trees to get a glimpse of Woods 
as thousands clamored to watch his every move. Parking lots 
were full soon after sunrise, and all spectator vantage spots 
were snapped up as the world No. i teed off early in his open- 
ing round. 

Even Woods said he was caught up in a traffic jam from 
Melbourne to the outlying course, but the all-time golf- 
ing great was highly complimentary of the reception he 
received. 

“The crowd was great today” Woods said. “The people were 
obviously excited about the pairing and they were extremely 


respectful, and they were actually policing themselves, which 
is great as we don’t get that too often. 

“The galleries are very knowledgeable, and they were trying 
to help us out with other people who were taking pictures.” 

On the 13th green, some spectators climbed into the low 
branches of trees in a bid to get a better view of the 14-time 
major winner as he made his way up the fairway 

The crowds were largely orderly and respectful while Woods 
played his shots with a phalanx of fans’ mobile phone cameras 
capturing his every move. 

This was despite an edict from organizers that no cameras 
or mobile phones would be allowed on to the course in case 
they distracted the golfers, primarily Woods. 

They were trying to ensure there was no repeat of crowd 
incidents that angered Woods during last week’s WGC- 
HSBC Champions event in Shanghai. 

Woods was incensed when a camera clicked as he was tee- 
ing off at the seventh fairway and his shot found a bunker in 
last Sunday’s final round. 

Woods is chasing his 93rd tournament title.

But like a true dive bar. Big Star’s 
owners have history with our city 
Collectively they’ve had their hands in 
Avec, Blackbird, the Publican, the Violet 
Hour and Danny’s Tavern, which was 
serving the ’hood before Pontiac cracked 
its first can of beer.

Pontiac was well-loved for 
its alfresco scene, but it wasn’t 
a year-round destination. Big 
Star is destined to be. Opening- 
night crowds on Nov. 9 had the bar 
at capacity by early evening. (Ironic 
comment overheard in line: “Do 
you want to go over to Violet 
Hour for a drink instead? ”) Inside, 
country tunes, from the Flying 
Burrito Brothers to Johnny Cash, 
drift over the clamor of wall-to- 
wall people.

Everyone’s curious. Artsy West 
Towners pack in alongside Cubs 
hat-wearing dudes, lone 9-to-5- 
ers still in suits, industry folks and 
foodies tucking menus into their 
pockets and mentally penning 
their lthforum.com reviews.

isn’t as much be seen as it is to 
inhale every taco and tequila shot 
you can get your hands on.

Concrete floor, painted brick walls, 
bare light bulbs dangling from the 
ceiling-the look is deliberately raw.

Oscar winner Philip 
Seymour Hoffman rocks 
the boat in ‘Pirate Radio’

Actor Nick Frost told a group of reporters 
in London recently that on Philip Seymour 
Hoffman’s first day of work on “Pirate 
Radio,” a hush fell over the set. 

“We were all sitting around cutting 
up,” said Frost, who plays a morally 
challenged DJ in the new Richard 
Curtis comedy, which opens Friday 
“It was like everything and everyone stopped. 
‘He’s here! He’s here!’ We just stood frozen 
watching this Oscar winner walk in with his 
leather-bound script binder that had his name 
embossed in gold.” 

When the incident was mentioned to 
Hoffman during an exclusive interview from 
New %rk via telephone, the actor sounded 
slightly amused. 

“I didn’t sense that,” Hoffman told RedEye. 
“... I didn’t know he was feeling that, but it’s 
nice that he said that! I felt much more intimi- 


dated by being there with them.” 

It’s no wonder. Being among a bunch of 
bawdy Brits on a tanker in the middle of the 
North Sea might scare any American— Oscar 
winner or not. But Hoffman, who 
plays a renegade American DJ 
known as “The Count,” holds his 
own in the quirky comedy 
“Pirate Radio” is set in the mid- 
1960s when the British government 
deemed rock ’n’ roll the leading cause of moral 
decay and tried to limit its reach on radio. In an 
effort to give listeners what they wanted, a mot- 
ley crew of jocks spun their vinyl on a tanker 
just outside of Britain’s territorial boundaries. 

To help tell his story, Curtis assembled a 
yummy cast that includes Bill Nighy Kenneth 
Branagh, Tom Sturridge, January Jones, 
Tallulah Riley, Emma Thompson and Rhys 
Ifans as a legendary jock competing with The 
Count for listeners and acclaim. 

Hoffman, a New York native who was born 


in 1967, was unaware this form of censorship 
was ever active in Britain, but he does recall 
listening to rock music as a kid. 

“I was kind of brought up listening to music 
over the radio in the car,” he said. “You’d hear 
all that stuff I wasn’t that kind of guy who 
would listen to a song and then have to go find 
out who wrote it. I didn’t understand that side 
of it, wasn’t obsessed with that. But everyone 
I grew up with was.” 

Conversely, The Count is a dude who lived 
for the music of the Beatles, Rolling Stones, 
Grateful Dead and the artists of Motown. In 
fact, he brings new meaning to the term “going 
down with the ship.” 

“I liked playing him because he was really 
passionate about something and mad about 
something at the same time,” Hoffman said. 
“The way he deals with that is to have a really 
good time. I just thought, how interesting. 
I thought, let’s rock ’n’ roll with it.”

Frost takes musical cruise for *Pirate Radio’

LONDON Big guys sometimes get big parts in 
cool movies. 

That was the case for British sitcom star 
Nick Frost, who plays an oversexed and over- 
weight DJ in “Pirate Radio.” Frost, perhaps best 
known to American audiences for his role in 
“Shaun of the Dead,” offered RedEye his take 
on director Richard Curtis, 1960s boy bands 
and his nude scene during an interview at the 
Mayfair Hotel.

He’s also a walking, taiking encyciopedia on rock 
music. Did some of that rub off on you? 

They’re like 
proper old rockers, and I think I upset them 


both slightly in the first week when I said to 
Richard, “I think I should probably tell you 
that Fve never listened to a Rolling Stones 


record.” ... He immediately told Bill, and the 
two of them just kind of rowed on me for 
five or 10 minutes and made me go out and 


buy tons of Rolling Stones records. Fm very 
pleased at that. 

What groups or acts did you iike from that era? 

I was a big fan of IJimi] Hendrix, always a fan 
since I was like 10 or ii. But that was kind of 
it for me. That was my ’60s touchstone. I like 
house music and stuff like that. For me, the 
Stones were never really relevant. 

How about The Beaties? 

No, not really ... But I spent six weeks listen- 
ing to them in my iPod, and I get it now 

How did you iike being the stud in this? 

Well, it’s my natural state of being! 

In one of your biggest scenes in the movie, you 
appear nude. How’d that go? 

I was so terribly sorry for you all! I think it was 
quite brave of Richard to have a {280 -pound] 
man making out with a Bond girl. Not many 
people write sex scenes for a big man. I don’t 
think Gemma {Arterton} had seen a man like 
me before. Daniel Craig is one thing, but Fm a 
different kettle of fish.
